P THE Princess Alexandra Hos- 
— pital NHS Trust has been placed 
into special measures after 
inspectors rated it “inad¬ 
equate”. 

The Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion (CQC), the independent reg¬ 
ulator of health and social care, 
found the trust to be underper¬ 
forming in three of the five areas 
of inspection. 

Its report said the trust was 
“inadequate” in providing a 


safe, responsive and well-led ser¬ 
vice and held chief executive 
Phil Morley responsible. 

Mr Morley said he was aware 
the hospital faced challenges but 
reaffirmed the trust’s commit¬ 
ment to its patients’ health and 
safety. 

Service 

The trust was rated “good” for 
providing a caring service but 
was given a “requires improve¬ 
ment” rating for effectiveness. 

After inspections on June 28 
and 29 and July 2 and 6, Pro¬ 


fessor Sir Mike Richards, chief 
inspector of hospitals, wrote a 
letter criticising the leadership 
of PAH NHS Trust. 

The visit was a follow-up 
inspection to assess if improve¬ 
ments had been made in all core 
services since the last inspec¬ 
tion in July last year. 

Inspectors only visited Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital, in 
Hamstel Road, Harlow. 

The trust also manages St 
Margaret’s Hospital, Herts, and 
Essex Hospital in Bishop’s Stort- 
ford and Rectory Lane Clinic in 


Loughton. 

Professor Richards wrote: 
“We have rated the Princess 
Alexandra Hospital as ‘inad¬ 
equate’ overall due to signific¬ 
ant concerns in safety, 
responsiveness and leadership. 

“There is an apparent discon¬ 
nect between the trust board 
leadership level and the ward 
level. It was evident the trust 
leaders were not aware of many 
of the concerns we identified 
through this inspection.” 

He also reported a deterior-

Future of the hospital 
is debated by council 

Questions raised over potential move of Princess Alexandra

THE future of Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital was debated by councillors, who 
continue to mull over plans to trans¬ 
form the town. 

Harlow Council leaders are cur¬ 
rently drawing up a local plan that 
could shape the town’s development for 
the next 15 years. 

At a Cabinet meeting on Thursday 
last week, Councillor Jon Clempner, 
council leader, suggested the hospital 
in Hamstel Road, Harlow, could be 
relocated. 

When questioned by fellow Labour 
councillor Tony Durcan, Mr Clempner 
said: “Princess Alexandra Hospital 
has a number of infrastructure issues 
on its current site. 


“There would be a need, in our view, 
for a new hospital in the town. The 
timescale for that development is in 
constant debate. 

“I firmly believe we need a multi¬ 
model facility to serve the Harlow 
area.” 

Highways and infrastructure, a key 
issue in the local plan, was also 
debated, with Conservative council¬ 
lors questioning where new road 
links may be placed. 

Harlow Council will co-operate in 
pushing forward with development 
plans with neighbouring East Herts 
District Council, Uttlesford District 
Council and Epping Forest District 
Council. 

The latter has already completed a 
draft local plan. Harlow Council has 
been allowed extra time to complete

its equivalent, which is due before the 
end of the year. 

Cabinet also supported five motions 
that will shape the London Stansted 


Cambridge Corridor (LSCC) project. 

Harlow is set to benefit from being 
at the economic centre of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s project. 

Mr Clempner commented: “We are 
looking to strengthen our relation¬ 
ship (with LSCC) Consortium. 

“There is a joint understanding 
about Harlow being the development 
centre in West Essex and East Hert¬ 
fordshire.” 

But Councillor Andrew Johnson, 
leader of the Conservative group, 
commented: “We need to make sure 
that Harlow residents are getting 
jobs.” 

He questioned whether there was a 
skills shortage in Harlow, to which the 
council leader replied that town 
schools are now putting an emphasis 
on teaching technology subjects. 


Thousands of illegal cigarettes seized in an operation 


SNIFFER dogs helped find 
thousands of grams of illegal 
tobacco in an Essex Trading 
Standards operation. 

Officers seized 3,620 cigarettes and 
l,675g of rolling tobacco from one 
premises in Harlow, which cannot be 
named for legal reasons. 

The operation aimed to reduce the 
sale and supply of contraband 
tobacco and reduce the illicit sale of 
tobacco to young people under the 
age of 18. 


Trading Standards held a road 
show in Harlow town centre where 
residents advised officers on places 
they knew tobacco was being sold 
illegally. 

Liz Webb, a Trading Standards 
officer, said: “We wanted to educate 
them and also appeal for intelligence 
in the road show. 

“We then acted on the intelligence 
we received. We did five visits in 
Harlow and there was one hit. 

“We are dealing with quite 


sophisticated concealments which 
have been purpose built to conceal 
tobacco, sometimes these units can 
be motorised. 

“We would not be able to identify 
it if we did not have dogs. We have 
assistance from our partners at 
Wagtails, a private company that 
provides sniffer dogs.” 

Ms Webb added: “It is one of a few 
towns in Essex where we have seen 
illegal tobacco trading on this scale. 
It is the biggest one this side of the 


county but there are other areas we 
find this going on.” 

Anne Brown, Essex County 
Council’s portfolio holder for 
Trading Standards, said: “The 
importance of this work cannot be 
underestimated and it would not 
happen without the help and support 
of the people of Essex. 

“The information provided to us 
by our residents directly contributes 
to inspections such as this all over 
the county.” 
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Four-year-old helped mother by calling emergency services 



‘She knew to call 999’

A FOUR-year-old girl came to her 
poorly mother’s aid by calling the 
emergency services and arranging an 
ambulance. 

Florence Hemes instinctively 
dialled 999 when her mother, Stacey- 
George, fainted outside their home in 
Stackfield, Harlow, after knocking an 
already-broken ankle. 

The Cooks Spinney Primary 
Academy pupil even made sure her 
sister Felicity, two, was with their 
mum while she made the call. 


Mrs Hemes, 26, who has now 
recovered, said: “It was an amazing 
thing she did. 

“I had already broken my ankle and 
I smashed my foot on a table. As I was 
waiting for my mum to pick me up to 
take me to the hospital, I ended up 
passing out. 

Responsibility 

“When I came round, I saw Florence 
with the phone in her hands. She was 
saying she had called an ambulance 
and gave me the phone to confirm the 
address. 

“She even made sure Felicity was 


with me. She took on adult respons¬ 
ibility without even realising it. 

“At four years old, not many chil¬ 
dren would know what to do. 

“I got in the ambulance when it 
came and my mum arrived ten 
minutes later. She looked after the 
girls as I got taken to Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital.” 

Mrs Hemes was treated for her 
injuries at the hospital in Hamstel 
Road, Harlow, and arrived back home 
feeling proud of her daughter’s 
actions. 

Florence, who also lives with 
father Richard Hemes, had not long 


finished school for the day when it 
happened. 

Judith Gay, the girls’ grandmother, 
babysat until their parents arrived 
back home. 

Amazingly, Florence had not 
recently been prompted about how to 
react in an emergency. 

Mrs Hemes continued: “I cannot put 
it into words, I was just amazed that 
she knew what to do as I can’t remem¬ 
ber the last time I told her about it. 

“She said she did not know after¬ 
wards [how she had learned]. 

“Even now she does not know how 
good she really was.” 


MEP calls for calm Brexit to benefit county businesses 


BREXIT should be handled 
calmly and reasonably to 
benefit Essex businesses, 
according to the area’s MEP. 

Vicky Ford, a Conservative 
who represents the East of 
England, spoke at an event 
hosted by the Bishop’s 
Stortford Chamber of 


Commerce. 

That morning, she had 
visited the GlaxoSmithKline 
plant in Ware to get a feel for 
the effect of the Brexit vote 
on business in the area. 

Speaking to a range of 
businesspeople and local 
politicians, she said: “I have 


been seeing the asthma 
inhalers they make there and 
GSK are going to invest 
another £74million in those 
products which will be sold 
in more than 100 different 
countries. 

“It’s critical to their 
operations that we have a 


negotiation between the UK 
and the rest of Europe that is 
as calm and reasonable and 
damage limiting as possible.” 

She added: “It’s a great 
local example of the kind of 
work I have been doing 
around Brexit.” 

Mrs Ford also gave her 


views on the negotiations 
surrounding the single 
market, national security, 
science and research hubs in 
Cambridge, and free 
movement around Europe. 

Fellow MEP Richard 
Howitt has announced plans 
to step down from his role.

A SUSPICIOUS device rumoured 
to be a bomb was found in a village 
- but it turned out to be lead 
piping. 

Police and explosive ordinance 
disposal technicians were called 
to Pye Corner, Gilston, at around 
10.35am on Friday after builders 
made a discovery. 

A 200-metre cordon was estab¬ 
lished and Pye Corner and 
Redricks Lane were closed. 

Drivers were forced to bypass 
the cordoned-off area, and traffic 


built up as a result. 

Rumours began to circulate 
that a bomb had been discovered. 

Resident Terry Goody said: “I 
and my wife were out at the 
time that all the commotion star¬ 
ted, but as we approached 
Redricks Lane, people were telling 
us to turn around, and there were 
a lot of cars coming down the 
road. 

“One driver told us that a bomb 
had been found in the village.” 

Dawn Oakes, administrational 
assistant at High Wych C of E 
Primary School, added: “All I am 
aware of the incident is what par¬ 


ents have told us - that a bomb has 
been found in Gilston. 

“This is bound to create chaos 
with the traffic when school fin¬ 
ishes for the day, and we also have 
a book festival on this evening, so 
it’s not going to help us with that, 
either.” 

Rumours 

One man, who was in the pro¬ 
cess of moving into his new home 
in High Wych and did not wish to 
be named, said: “I know very little 
about what has actually 
happened, but I have heard that it 
is a bomb.” 


Social media was also alight 
with rumours about the nature of 
the device. 

Commenting on our Facebook 
page, Albert Mutton said: “Hive of 
terrorist activity, Gilston!,” while 
Steve Evans pondered that the 
suspicious device found by the 
builders might be “crispy creme 
doughnuts”. 

However, later in the day, a 
spokeswoman for Hertfordshire 
Constabulary confirmed “the 
EOD have determined it is not a 
viable device, but is believed to be 
some kind of lead piping”. 

All closures were then lifted. 


People retook to social media to 
vent their anger about the incid¬ 
ent. 

Jodie Goodacre posted on 
Facebook saying: “So turns out 
this is why the road was 
closed and I was late,” and Karen 
Brown complained: “I got stuck in 
that.” 

Other users saw the funny side, 
with Kit Jennings saying: “Any¬ 
one that has played Cluedo knows 
just how dangerous lead piping 
can be”. 

Lucy Denial added: “Lead pip¬ 
ing found in the ball room by 
Professor Plumb.”

“It is a rare disease so not a lot 
of people know about it. If we can 
spread the word about the charity, 
hopefully it would encourage 
people to donate. 

Supporting 

“PSP Association are great at sup¬ 
porting the family as well, it was my 
dad who originally signed up to their 
monthly newsletter to learn about 
the disease, and it would sometimes 
have tips in there. 



“It was also nice to read about 
other families going through the 
same thing, it made us feel like we 
weren’t alone.” 

Jade, who is currently 
expecting her first 
baby, added: “He is 
missed so very 
much by us all. 

Life isn’t the 
same without 
him. 

“We remem¬ 
ber him in dif¬ 
ferent ways 
every day, and 
he would be so 
proud of 

everything we do. 

“It would be dad’s 


first grandchild. I think it would 
be nice to be able to take our baby 
to the forest and tell them all 
about their grandad when it’s 
older.”

They had returned bail last 
month. 

Summer was remembered in 
the Town Park in April, when 
family members and town 
mourners joined to lay candles 
and held a minute’s silence.

ation in some services since the 
2015 inspection, in which a ser¬ 
ious bed capacity and staff short¬ 
age issue was noted. 

Eleven key failings were recor¬ 
ded, which included a poor 
administration of storage, an inef¬ 
fective flow of information and 
notable delays in answering call 
bells on surgical wards. 

The trust will receive a package 
of support from NHS Improve¬ 
ment while a dedicated improve¬ 
ment director has already started 
work. 

The CQC found the trust “inad¬ 
equate” for urgent and emergency 
services, critical care and end-of- 
life care. 

It was found to require 
improvement for medical care, 
surgery and services for children 
and young people. 

Outpatients and diagnosing 
imaging was rated “good” and 
maternity and gynaecology was 
rated “outstanding”. 

Mr Morley said: “We are of 
course disappointed with this rat¬ 
ing, we know we deliver good care 
here and that patients have good 
outcomes from their treatment. 

“We know the hospital isn’t per¬ 
fect, our emergency department, 
like many others, is very busy and 
capacity across the hospital 
means too frequently patients 
have unacceptable delays. 

“However, our patients should 
be in no doubt our staff are 100 per 
cent committed to delivering good 
care and we are pleased this was 
recognised by the CQC.” 

He added since the inspection a 
programme has been in place to 
deal with the patient flow.

SEASON ticket holders on Great¬ 
er Anglia services will soon 
receive automatic compensation 
via a mobile phone app. 

The scheme will launch in 
January and will allow com¬ 
muters to nominate their usual 
train, with compensation auto¬ 
matically paid if they experience 
delays. 

The company has also just 
launched an extra tier in its delay 
repay scheme, with disruption of 
more than two hours now eligible 
for a full refund. 

A spokeswoman for Greater 
Anglia said: “Passengers who are 
delayed for more than 120 minutes 
will receive 100 per cent of the cost 
of their ticket, whether it’s a 
single or return. 

“Customers will also have a 
broader range of options to select 
when seeking the delay repay 
compensation payment - the 


usual cheque or National Rail 
travel voucher, reimbursement to 
the credit/debit card used to pay 
for the ticket or to their PayPal 
account. 

“Automatic delay repay will be 
introduced in 2017 for season and 
advanced ticket holders.” 

Commuters travelling on other 
rail services will soon also benefit 
from the Delay Repay 15 scheme 
introduced last week by the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Announcement 

The announcement means cus¬ 
tomers will soon be able to claim 
compensation following delays of 
15 minutes. Currently the limit is 
30 minutes. 

Govia Thameslink will be the 
first franchise to bring in the 
changes with Greater Anglia fol¬ 
lowing at a later date. 

After a question was tabled by 
Hertford and Stortford MP Mark 
Prisk, the Government said it was 
impossible to confirm a date for 


the Dutch company for business 
reasons. 

Robert Halfon, who represents 
Harlow, welcomed these changes. 

He said: “There are a lot of 
improvements planned by Abellio 
for their new franchise, but the 
proof of the pudding will be in the 
eating, and I will continue to work 
hard to get the best deal for res¬ 
idents and commuters in Harlow 
and the villages. 

“I have a further meeting with 
the railway minister in a few 
weeks’ time to discuss the cost of 
season tickets in Harlow, but I am 
very pleased that the Government 
has announced an improved com¬ 


pensation scheme that will see 
customers entitled to compens¬ 
ation if their journey is delayed by 
any more than 15 minutes.” 

But Mark Prisk, the MP for 
Hertford and Stortford, said this 
was not enough to satisfy com¬ 
muters. 

“I’m very pleased the Govern¬ 
ment is changing the rules,” he 
said. 

“But I’m seeing a continuing 
range of criticism from customers 
and it’s simply not good enough. I 
will be telling them so in the next 
few days.” 

Under the improved delay 
repay scheme introduced by the 


Department for Transport, pas¬ 
sengers will be able to claim 25 per 
cent of the cost of a single ticket 
for delays between 15 and 29 
minutes. 

The existing compensation 
thresholds will apply for delays 
from 30 minutes, with passengers 
able to apply for compensation 
through the rail operator. 

The current delay repay 
thresholds are as follows: 50 per 
cent of the single fare for delays of 
30 to 59 minutes, 100 per cent of the 
single fare for delays of 60 minutes 
or more and 100 per cent of the 
return fare for delays of two hours 
or more.

A BUILDER’S dream lies in ruins 
after a Town Hall dispute led to 
his development being demol¬ 
ished. 

Troy Bricknell was fined £1,600 
after being taken to Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court by Harlow 
Council after failing to decon¬ 
struct a separate building with 
multiple rooms and a shower to 
the rear of his house in St John’s 
Avenue, Harlow. 

The 40-year-old pleaded guilty 
to not complying with the enforce¬ 
ment notice, 

The council took action after 
Mr Bricknell constructed the 
building without planning per¬ 
mission, needed as his house is 
within the Old Harlow Conser¬ 
vation Area. 

After the court verdict Coun¬ 
cillor Danny Purton, portfolio 
holder for environment, said: 
“Planning rules are there for 
everyone to follow. This develop¬ 
ment is out of place.” 

However, Mr Bricknell, a fath- 
er-of-two, said: “I feel disappoin¬ 
ted by the way Harlow Council 
has treated me. This has dragged 
me down for more than two years. 


I have had nothing but worry on 
my mind. 

“All I was thinking was that this 
would be good for my kids.” 

The self-employed builder said 
he had not intentionally done any¬ 
thing wrong. 

In 2010 his request for planning 
permission was denied for being 
out of keeping within the area. 

Mr Bricknell said he wanted 
the unit as extra space for his 
family and took advice from a 
council officer before trying 
again. 

“I altered my plans and con¬ 
tacted Harlow Council again and 
reapplied under the permitted 
development route,” he said. 

“Representatives from the 
authority attended my address on 
a number of occasions to ensure 
the work complied with their 
standards and requirements.” 

In March 2013, Town Hall con¬ 
firmed the construction was with¬ 
in building regulations. 

Mr Bricknell said he had been 
advised by a council officer that 
this was adequate permission for 
him to build the revised unit. It 
turned out this was not the case. 

He received a knock on the door 
from the council’s planning 
department in February 2014 and 


was ordered to demolish the 
building. 

After a two-and-a-half-year 
battle, Mr Bricknell is now watch¬ 
ing his work being torn down 
before his eyes. 

He added: “I pleaded guilty 
because I had no money to knock 
it down in that time. 


“I have had to sell my flat in 
Arkwrights (in Harlow) to pay 
costs, but that took time. It has put 
me into debt. It’s crippling me. 
They are pulling apart the future 
of my children.” 

He was additionally ordered to 
pay costs of £939.50 and a victim 
surcharge of £120.

‘What is the price of a 
child’s life’, say parents 


Lack of road safety signs 
called ‘potential disaster’

PARENTS are pleading for road 
safety infrastructure to be 
installed at a primary school 
before it’s too late. 

After a near-miss last week the 
community around Pemberley 
Academy, Hodings Road, Harlow, 
has started a petition to demand 
County Hall takes preventative 
action. 

The primary opened in Septem¬ 
ber last year but has no crossings 
and railings to protect children or 
even a sign to warn drivers the 
school is there, some of whom use 
Hodings Road as a shortcut. 

Disaster 

Neil Coster, head teacher of 
Pemberley Academy, said: “It is a 
potential disaster. Last week a 
parent of a Year 1 child was nearly 
knocked over. 

“We have lots of children out¬ 
side the school, sometimes they 
are on scooters. It is a matter of 
time before there is an accident.” 

Iain MacLeod, chairman of the 
governors, joined parents John 
Phillips and Kevin Crook in start¬ 
ing a petition which now has 160 


names and calls for Essex County 
Council to respond to their 
plight. 

The three men, who all have 
children at the school, said they 
have contacted Harlow Council 
and been directed to the county 
council but have heard nothing 
back. 

They fear it could take until 
April, when the council’s budget 
is reset, for anything to be done. 

The petition is a last resort for 
the parents, but Mr MacLeod said: 
“We need this now, it needs to be 
straight away.” 

Mr Phillips added: “What is the 
price of a child’s life? We are not 
prepared to wait until April.” 

Pemberley Academy opened to 
pupils in Reception, Year 1 and 2 
in September 2015 and the school 
has never had the traffic safety 
features seen outside most Har¬ 
low primaries. 

The county council is respons¬ 
ible for installing such measures 
as the school does not own the 
land in front of the gates. 

A spokesman for Essex County 
Council said the authority is 
aware of the issue. 

He said: “The Harlow Local 
Highways Panel has agreed to

carry out a feasibility study to 
understand what is required and 
what will be most effective. 

“In the meantime the council is 
looking at alternative means by 
which the necessary signage can 
be installed." 

Despite this Mr Coster said dis¬ 


cussions have not taken place. 

He continued: “For a while we 
played tennis with the different 
authorities. People did not want 
to take responsibility for it.” 

He also said councillors had 
been wary of the school opening 
due to traffic problems.

MEP reassures people about terrorism

FEAR of terror attacks should not 
put people off foreign travel, 
according to an East of England 
MEP. 

Geoffrey Van Orden has spoken 
out to calm concerns after a study 
found 40 per cent of East of Eng¬ 
land travellers are worried about 
terrorism affecting their plans. 

The Conservative Member of 
European Parliament said: “The 
fear of being a victim of terrorism 
is much worse than the likelihood 
of this happening. 

Disrupt 

“We cannot let concerns about 
terrorists disrupt our lives, oth¬ 
erwise we might never set foot 
outside our homes. 

“Of course, I very much under¬ 
stand the concern people might 
have, in particular when travel¬ 
ling abroad. 

“Therefore, the foreign travel 
advice from the Foreign Office 
should always be followed, and in

any case people should take com¬ 
mon-sense precautions.” 

The survey, which was conduc¬ 
ted by YouGov, found 16 per cent 
were unsure if their insurance 
company would pay out in the 
event of a terror attack. 

In addition, only 21 per cent of 
respondents said they fully 
read the small print of their insur¬ 
ance policy. 


Mr Van Orden continued: “On a 
practical point, there are plenty of 
reliable providers of travel insur¬ 
ance. 

“It is always advisable to take 
out appropriate insurance for 
your travel and to ensure that you 
have the relevant phone numbers 
and policy details easily to hand. 

“You should also know how to 
contact the local British embassy 
or consulate.” 

The study was a concern to 
Kate Huet, managing director of 
insurance firm International 
Travel and Healthcare. 

She said: “Research has shown 
terrorism is high on the list of 
concerns and is being taken very 
seriously when people are think¬ 
ing about their travel plans. 

“While it is unsurprising 
people are concerned, it is wor¬ 
rying so many people misunder¬ 
stand what travel insurance 
covers, leaving them with no fin¬ 
ancial protection should an act of 
terrorism occur close to their pro¬ 
posed destination if they no 
longer want to travel.”

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Security a 
concern as 
website is 
taken down 

THE security of Princess 
Alexandra Hospital’s website 
was compromised last month, 
forcing the page offline. 

Chiefs at the hospital in 
Hamstel Road, Harlow, have 
reassured the public that no 
confidential data was stored on 
the site and therefore records 
will not fall into the wrong 
hands. 

A spokesman from the PAH 
NHS Trust said: “As the website 
is hosted externally there are no 
concerns about the security of 
the trust’s internally hosted 
systems and the trust is very 
proud of its compliance with 
security standards set by the 
Department of Health. 

“The trust has also reported 
the issue to NHS Digital and the 
Department of Health as is 
required by NHS frameworks 
and the trust has reviewed this 
internally.” 

The incident happened on 
Sunday, September 9, and PAH 
staff are working with the 
company which develops and 
hosts the website to ensure this 
does not happen again. 

Since then visitors have 
received a white screen with the 
message “pah.nhs.uk is 
undergoing essential 
maintenance”.

Store sells 
out-of-date 
items in its 
superstore 

SAINSBURY’S was forced to 
apologise after selling out-of-date 
frozen items. 

A resident, who did not wish to 
be named, found and took photos 
of items in the freezers of the 
store in Fourth Avenue, Harlow, 
which were up to six months 
past their sell-by date. 

He took action when his wife 
fell ill after eating a product he 
later discovered should never 
have been sold.

RAMMED to bursting with 
toe-tapping pop ditties courtesy 
of Simon & Garfunkel, Lionel 
Richie, Donna Summer and 
Justin Timberlake, Trolls is 92 
minutes of glitter-dusted, 
computer-animated joy. 

Based on the fluffy-haired good luck 
trolls designed by Thomas Dam, which 
have inspired numerous fads since the 
early 1960s, Walt Dohrn and Mike 
Mitchell’s musical misadventure 
unleashes a colour-saturated assault on 
the senses from the opening frames. 

In the brief moments the film does sit 
still, the script gently tugs heartstrings by 
promoting its messages of self-acceptance 
and inner fortitude, including an obvious 
yet poignant use of a Cyndi Lauper ballad 
to hammer home the idea that happiness 
comes from within. 

Once a year on the Trollstice, a race of 
disgruntled ogres called Bergens unlock 


their inner joy by feasting on shiny trolls. 

King Gristle Sr (voiced by John Cleese) 
and his drooling head Chef (Christine 
Baranski) lead the festivities but the 
Bergens’ reverie is cut short when the 
trolls, led by benevolent King Peppy 
(Jeffrey Tambor), escape to a new home. 

Twenty years after the great escape, 
Princess Poppy (Kendrick) has succeeded 
as ruler of the trolls, who sing, dance, 
enjoy group hugs and feverishly glue felt 
and paper into their scrapbooks. 
Everyone except for eternal pessimist 
Branch (Justin Timberlake), who lives in 
a Bergen-proof subterranean bunker 
crammed with 10 years of rations. 

When the Bergen Chef discovers the 
new troll village and captures several of 
Poppy’s friends, including zen master 
Creek (Russell Brand) and Biggie (James 
Corden), the princess pleads with Branch 
for assistance. Overcoming their initial 


differences, Poppy and Branch embark on 
a rescue mission to the Bergen castle 
where they play matchmakers to Prince 
Gristle Jr and scullery maid Bridget 
(Zooey Deschanel). 

Trolls shimmies and sways like an 
animated version of Pitch Perfect, 
relentlessly plundering contemporary 
songbooks to verbalise characters’ 
emotions. 

Anna Kendrick’s vocal performance 
fizzes and she gels wonderfully with 
Timberlake. 

Jonathan Aibel and Glenn Berger’s 
screenplay is simplistic and the trolls’ 
and Bergens’ journeys of self-discovery 
are largely linear but while Trolls might 
be lacking sophistication and cute 
in-jokes it’s the cinematic equivalent of a 
mouth crammed with popping candy.

Loach's scathing portrait of benefits system

WARWICKSHIRE-born director Ken 
Loach scales the cold, hard face of 
Britain’s over-burdened welfare system 
in a grimly compelling portrait of the 
bureaucratic red tape that separates 
hard-working and desperate folk from the 
benefits they need to survive. 

I, Daniel Blake is a quiet yet 
impassioned call to arms, centred on two 
people from different worlds, who have 
fallen through the cracks and are largely 


ignored by society. 

Scripted by Loach’s long-time 
collaborator Paul Laverty, it’s a character 
study of mordant humour and harsh, 
unflinching reality that stokes our anger 
and frustration alongside the characters 
as they meet endless resistance to their 
efforts. 

Thus the eponymous 59-year-old joiner 
has to spend 35 hours a week applying for 
jobs that he can’t take because of his 
medical condition. 

I, Daniel Blake might be glaringly 
obvious in its intentions, including at 
least one scene that is unnecessarily 
manipulative, but there is fire in the 
film’s belly.

OFIE Hagen does not 
hide her 

self-consciousness and 
nerdy identity. In fact, 
the comedienne is very 
open about her self-described 
weirdness and says the aim of 
her new tour is to find an 
audience she can relate with. 

Could she find her crowd in 
Harlow? Her national tour 
Shimmer Shatter will stop at 
Harlow Playhouse on Thursday, 
November 10. 

“I hope the people that come to 
this show will come back,” said 
the Dane, who now lives in 
London. “In every single town 
there are introverted, nerdy, 
warm-hearted people, and if I 
could find them and have some 
in the audience that would be 
amazing.” 

The 27-year-old has been 
trying to make her name in the 
UK for the past four years, but 
really came to prominence at the 
Edinburgh Festival Fringe last 
summer. After securing rave 
reviews she has featured as a 
guest on BBC television, radio 
and Comedy Central. 

This is her first national tour, 
and she is feeling excited but 
unsure of exactly what to expect. 

“It’s quite interesting,” she 
continued. “I tell people I am

“Nobody 
speaks Danish so we have to 
adapt to the world. In every place 
I have toured they have said you 
nailed the British humour, or the 
Canadian humour, but I did not 
do anything differently. 

“I think it is an emotional 
thing rather than a national 
thing. I talk about my feelings 
and my weirdness.” 

Sofie is confident and funny, 
but also kind and sensitive. She 
said her love for comedy 
developed in her teenage years 
when watching stand-up videos 
provided a relief from her 


mental health struggles. I’m 
keen to find out how a shy girl 
made the transition into the 
daunting, unforgiving world of 
stand-up. 

“I have always loved comedy. 
As a young teenager with 
depression it was the only way I 
could laugh. It is all I have ever 
wanted to do. 


“The first two years I started 
doing comedy I kept wanting to 
look behind me, it did not make 
sense that people were looking at 
me.” 

On Shimmer Shatter she 
added: “It has all the elements to 
make it exciting, of course there 
is love and sex and drama but it 
is also about being a person who 


struggles to deal with life. 

“I don’t feel cool, I feel a bit of 
a weirdo.”

Hairy Bikers Si King and Dave Myers have long been fans of the humble 
chicken and egg. They tell Kate Whiting about the inspirations behind 
their latest recipe book and TV series currently being shown on BBC2

HY did the chicken 
cross the road, roll 
in the mud, come 
back across the 
road, and then 

cross the road again and roll in 
the mud again?” asks, Dave 
Myers, one half of The Hairy 
Bikers, eyes glinting. 

“Cos he was a dirty double 
crosser!” 

Spending time in the company 
of Myers and his good mate Si 
King is pure laughter-filled joy, 
particularly when they’re so 
enthused by their latest project. 
BBC Two’s Hairy Bikers - 
Chicken & Egg has seen the boys 
travel the world in search of the 
best recipes using, you guessed 
it, chicken or eggs, and now 
there’s a cookbook to accompany 
the series. 

“It’s always a book that’s been 
on the boil, really,” says Myers. 
“To a cook, they’re such useful 
ingredients. We’ve done some 
stand-alone cookbooks that have 
been very successful, like Great 
Curries, Perfect Pies, Meat 
Feasts, so why not Chicken & 
Egg? 


“With Meat Feasts, we were a 
bit stuck for puddings, but this 
does tick all the boxes, from 
soups to starters, desserts, 
baking, you’ve got the lot with 
chicken and eggs.” 

Chicken history 

Filming the TV show took 
them to Israel, where they 
learned about the social history 
of chicken and visited the first 
place in the world it was eaten. 

King explains: “We went on 
this archaeological dig in 
Jerusalem and down these caves 
where they’d found the first 
evidence of people eating 
chicken, you could see knife 
marks on the thigh bones of 
these chickens that were around 
before Christ. 

“At this market in Tel Aviv, we 
put together a mezze platter and 
we had Syrian, Iraqi, Bulgarian, 
Venezuelan, Iranian, all doing 
something very different with 
chicken. All these different 
cultures had taken the same 
product and made this fantastic 
cuisine, it was very exciting.” 

While they both have fond 
childhood memories of chicken 


Sunday roasts, the meat really 
came into its own when they 
turned to healthy eating in 2012, 
followed by a slew of Hairy 
Dieters books. 

“We used chicken a lot in the 
diet books,” says Myers. “You 
take the skin off and the whole 
chicken is between 700 and 900 
calories, great if you’re on a diet. 
If I were making tandoori, you 
can get the spice mix and fat-free 
yoghurt, marinate half a 
chicken, cook it over charcoal or 
bake it in the oven. You could 
actually have salad and half a 
chicken for under 500 calories.” 

Here’s a Hairy Bikers recipe to 
crack on with... 

Peruvian Chicken Soup 
with Ouinoa 

SERVES 4-6 

Ingredients 

1.5L chicken stock 
4 chicken thighs or 2 chicken 
breasts, skin on, bone in

lOOg quinoa, rinsed and soaked 
for 5 minutes 
2 garlic cloves, crushed 
Itbsp amarillo chilli sauce, or 
similar mild chilli sauce 
1 bay leaf 

1 sprig of fresh oregano 
1 large sweet potato, diced 
Large bunch of coriander, roughly 
chopped 

Lime wedges, to serve 

Sea salt and freshly ground black 

pepper 

Method 

Pour the chicken stock into a 
large saucepan and bring to the 
boil, then add the chicken. Turn 
the heat down low and simmer 
gently for about 10 minutes, until 
the chicken is cooked through. 
Skim off any foam that collects 
on the surface, then remove the 
chicken and set aside. Strain the 
broth through a sieve lined with a 
double layer of muslin or 
cheesecloth into a bowl, then 
pour back into the saucepan. 



HEARTY: Peruvian Chicken Soup with Quinoa 


Heat the olive oil in the same pan 
and add the onion, celery and red 
pepper. Cook them over a 
medium heat for about five 
minutes, just to start the 
softening process, then add the 
quinoa. Continue to toast the 
quinoa until it starts to smell 
nutty, then add the garlic and 
chilli sauce. Cook for another 
minute or so. 

Pour the chicken stock back into 
the saucepan, then add the herbs 
and season with salt and pepper. 
Bring the soup to the boil, then 
turn the heat down and simmer 
for 15 minutes. Add the sweet 


potato and simmer for a further 
five minutes. 

Remove the skin and bone from 
the chicken and cut the flesh into 
slices. Add them to the soup and 
simmer for a few minutes to 
warm through. Taste for 
seasoning and add more if 
necessary. Remove the bay leaf 
and oregano, then stir in the 
chopped coriander. Serve in 
bowls with lime wedges on the 
side.

screenplay writer, 
intellectual and 
activist Gore Vidal 
was no stranger to 
controversy. He locked horns 
with actor Charlton Heston 
over his script for 1959 epic Ben 
Hur and courted controversy 
with his 1948 novel The City 
And The Pillar, which tackled 
homosexuality head on during 
a period of extreme 
conservatism. 

He was also famous for his 
public and often violent spats 
with other leading American 
writers including Truman 
Capote and Normal Mailer. 

Such notoriety persuaded 
Vidal to leave the US during the 
1960s and move to Italy where 
he continued to work as a 
writer and screen player. 

His home in Italy was La 
Rondinaia, a villa originally 
built for an English banker in 
the 1930s. It clings to the 
vertiginous Amalfi Coast in the 
region of Salerno, a strip of 
mountainous coastline that’s 
both a UNESCO World Heritage 
Site and a hugely popular 
tourist destination, particularly 
among Americans. 


Vidal lived with his partner 
Howard Austen at La Rondinaia 
for 30 years and entertained 
many of Hollywood’s then 
A-listers including Lauren 
Bacall, Paul Newman, Susan 
Sarandon and even Hillary 
Clinton, before ill health forced 
him to return to America. 

His footprint can still be seen 
at the property. He installed its 


pool from which bathers can 
enjoy panoramic views of the 
coast.

Bling is the thing this autumn

LING, there’s no other 
word for it. At all the 
autumn design shows, 
glinting out of 
corners, on furniture, 
walls, curtains lamps, you name 
it, there was shiny stuff. 

Some of it discreet and 
sophisticated, some more Kim 
Kardashian - hot and glossy! 
And mostly gold, though all 
metallics were in evidence. 

After the long, long reign of 
silver being the only way to do 
metallics, we’ve seen a gradual 
emergence of firstly bronze and 
currently rose gold, but now 
finally my old gold bathroom 
taps are back in fashion! Well, 
maybe not, but certainly gold 
was in abundance. 

Some of the most beautiful 
designs were for walls - who 
needs art when you can cover an 
entire wall or room in these 
gleaming glinting papers? 

Brian Yates has always had a 
small stable of metallic wall 
coverings, but their new ranges 
take it to a new level - 
handsome two-tone effects and 
even coverings incorporating 
capiz shells. Who doesn’t want 
bivalve molluscs adorning their 
walls? 

Another company, Tektura, 
specialises mainly in 
commercial designs but is 
available to all-comers, and is 
getting more adventurous with 
its designs and commissioning 
some big names to up its design 
credentials - Timorous Beasties 
for one. Their new ranges 
display bling from a hint of a 
background tint to full on ‘wow.’ 
This trend can be easier to use 
than you think. Yes, a little can 
go a long way - a great way of 
lighting up a windowless back 
hall for example, but some of the 
designs are subtle and can be 
used to add a rich textured 
effect to a dining room, looking 
especially good in soft light. 

Fabrics are an easy way to 
add a sheen too - it needn’t be 
metallic, just the sheen of long 
threads. Showcased at Decorex 
were the New Craftsmen, a 
collective of artists/craftspeople 
- proving that the handmade 
and unique is still a strong 
trend. 

I particularly loved the work 


of Georgia Kemball who weaves 
loose, long-threaded fabrics that 
look as good when pulled and 
slightly shredded as when 
pristine. The way the fabrics 
hold and reflect the light is 
glorious. These are fabrics that 
look best on what would 
normally be considered to be the 
reverse side. 

A second trend is the 
increasing reference to art, 
particularly abstract painting 
and painting techniques. 
Designers have always been 
inspired by art, but it seems to 
be more overt this year. I 
suspect that this is in part 
building on that strong 
handmade trend I mentioned 
above - a continuum of craft to 
art.

DS 4 Crossback BlueHDi 120

I e just love our cars 
[ to stand out. Years 
ago there were 
go-faster stripes, 
racing door 
mirrors and rear spoilers. Well, 
we still have the spoilers, though 
most are more subtle now. But 
with SUVs dominating the 
motoring scene, the options to 
stylise your family runabout are 
almost endless. 


DS - or Citroen, as it once was 
- has taken style-tweaking to a 
new level with the DS 4 
Crossback, a sort of crossover 
hatch with raised ground 
clearance, wheel arch spats and 
roof rails but without the benefit 
of four wheel drive. 

Shiny black alloy wheels and 
matching external mirrors add 
the finishing touches. 

To be honest, so few owners 
want all-paw adhesion in a 
mid-sized hatchback that it 
wouldn’t have been an 
economical proposition to 
manufacture it as an option. 

And the big bonus is that in 
BlueHDi 120 form as tried here, 
it is one of the most frugal 


five-seater saloons around. 

With a C02 level of just 
103g/km it attracts low tax and a 
commendable official fuel 
consumption of 72.4mpg. Even 
fairly heavy footed drivers will 
get well over 50mpg in everyday 
running. The fuel tank is a 
generous 601itre (13.2 gallons) 
allowing a range of more than 
600 miles between filling up. 

Power comes from the shared 
Peugeot Citroen 1.6-litre, 118bhp 
turbo diesel which offers 
reasonably brisk acceleration - 0 
to 60mph in 10.9 seconds - 
alongside strong high gear 
performance. A bit rattly at idle, 
the unit soon quietens down and 
at cruising speed there’s just a 
distant hum. 

One of the benefits of raising 
the body height by 40mm is an 
improvement in ride, partly due 
to softer springs. Sure, there’s a 
tad more body roll than the 
normal DS 4, but this is more 
than offset by greater comfort 
over patchy surfaces. 

The cabin is smart and stylish 
with a distinct premium feel. A 
seven-inch touch screen 
dispenses with many of the 
buttons and switches and the 
fascia abounds in quality, tactile 


plastic mouldings. Standard kit 
includes Apple CarPlay, DAB 
radio, keyless ignition, reversing 
camera and sat-nav. Dual-zone 
air con is also included in the 
£23,595 price tag. 

Visibility for front seat 
passengers is good, especially so 
if you take advantage of the 
moveable sun visors which slide 
back to deepen the front screen. 

Those in the back may find 
their environment more 
claustrophobic due to the rising 
waistline of the car and its 
sloping roof. Reversing can be 
tricky as you peer through the 
shallow rear window. 

Another penalty arising from 
the DS’s rakish shape is the 
somewhat restricted boot space. 
The cargo area beneath the 
parcel shelf will accommodate 
385 litres of luggage which is less 
than rivals such as the Vauxhall 
Astra and Peugeot 308. 

The six-speed manual gearbox 
is precise and quick to use and 
the clutch is pleasantly light. 

It may not be quite as roomy 
as some rivals, but the DS 4 
succeeds in looking characterful 
and individual while losing 
nothing in terms of practicality.

Reigning champions teach Hawks a tough lesson

ASSISTANT manager Spencer 
Knight was left frustrated as mis¬ 
takes cost Harlow Town once 
again at Dulwich Hamlet on Tues¬ 
day night. 

The Hawks halted their three 
game losing streak with a 1-0 win 
at home to Staines Town on Sat¬ 
urday, but went down 3-1 at Dul¬ 
wich to leave them without an 
away victory in the league this 
season.

Rio star Chiassaro 


is targeting Tokyo 


Racer admits he’s ‘got the bug’ after Paralympics

RICHARD CHIASSARO is 
already back training after com¬ 
peting in his first Paralympics, 
and the wheelchair racing star 
has his eyes set on four more 
years of hard work. 

The Harlow Athletic Club mem¬ 
ber came agonisingly close to 
picking up a medal in the T54 
400m, missing out on the bronze 
medal by just one tenth of a 
second, and admitted his Rio 
experience had whetted his appet¬ 
ite for Tokyo 2020. 

But before he thinks about a 
trip to Japan, the 34-year-old 
admitted he is more excited about 
the IAAF World ParaAthletics 
Championships in London next 
year than he was for Rio. 

“Now I’m back in training for 


London 2017, and I’m looking for¬ 
ward to it more than I was looking 
forward to Rio,” he said. 

“I raced at the Anniversary 
Games there and the crowd was 
amazing, so London 2017 is where 
I want to do something special.” 

He added: “Looking back at Rio, 
I can honestly say it was awesome. 
ParalympicsGB were so support¬ 
ive of everyone and the atmo¬ 
sphere in the camp was 
incredible, it was an amazing 
experience. 

“I didn’t expect it to be any¬ 
where near as good as it was, but 
just walking from one end of the 
athletes’ village to the other was 
massive, it was an incredible 
place to be. My attention turns to 
training for the World Athletics 
Championships and then I’ll look 
into continuing on to Tokyo 2020. 

“I was so proud of what I 


achieved in the 400m T54, but 
when I looked up at the time on 
the board and saw that I was just a 
tenth off bronze, it was a bit of a 
harsh feeling. 

“Tokyo is another four years 
away, that’s four more years of 
solid training and commitment, 
but I’ve got the bug for it now after 
Rio because that was my first 
Paralympic Games, so I’d like to 
go to another one and see what I 
can do there. 

Fastest 

“Over the past eight months in 
the lead up to Rio, I’ve changed 
completely as an athlete. 

“My times this year have been 
the fastest in the world so I know I 
can knock out the times, I just 
need to do it in a big competition. 

“As a whole though, I’m really 
happy with how it went for me in 


Rio, and I was just so proud to be 
selected in the first place.” 

The 34-year-old also coaches 
people of all ages and is passion¬ 
ate about getting more people 
involved in Paralympic sports. 

“I’ve been coaching for a couple 
of years now and I’m getting new 
people coming along each week. 
I’m determined to help as many 
people as I can to get involved 
with sport. They’re always asking 
me about Rio, because that’s what 
they want to do themselves. I 
think they’ve got the right men¬ 
tality for it, they just need to 
continue training hard.”

“Then a couple of the boys 
went off on Tuesday with 
knocks, Fabian Simms and 
Syrus Gordon, we’ll asses them 
at training and see how they do.” 

Alex Read scored a dramatic 
90th minute winner against 
Kingstonian on the first day of 
the season and Knight wants the 
squad to take confidence from 
that result into the game. 

“They’re a good, experienced 
side at this level. Opening day is 
always difficult to judge a team 
and we got a last minute winner 
that day, hopefully we can get a 
result like that again. 

“We did well playing the way 
we like to play, we were physical 
and we made life very difficult 
for them.” 

The K’s groundshare with 
League One side AFC 
Wimbledon and Knight is hoping 
the side can replicate the success 
he had in his playing days at 
Kingsmeadow. 

“It’s a nice stadium and I’ve 
played there a few times against 
Wimbledon and Kingstonian. « 
I’ve done all right and hopefully ^ 
it’s similar on Saturday and we 2
